a mile and a half west of here. It was the hour for the milkers to 
begin their work and Giacomo Canile, coming out into the early 
morning darkness, was met by the flash of an assassin's pistol. Three 
bullets penetrated his flesh before the murderous onslaught was 
discontinued.

Canile made his way back into the house and there was met by 


Henry Borghi and his wife, the owners of the dairy, who had heard 
the shooting, but were afraid to venture out to the wounded man's 
assistance.

According to the discoveries of the

tion in human beings is not one-tenth 
as virulent as in cows. While human 
beings cannot innoculate cows 
with 


genuine consumption, by a series of 
experiments it has been proved that 
the milk of tubercular cows will ef- 
fect the human being. By gendering: 
| the cows Immune the liability to con- 


sumption in human beings is greatly 
.reduced.

General consternation followed his narration of the assault made 


upon him, and the inmates of the house huddled together until day- 
light made it possible for them to see. 


Whether he was the victim of a madman's assault or was the 


yictim of a mistake was a matter which was discussed? by .the fright- 
ened members of the family, but when they finally ventured forth 
there was no sign of a wandering maniac, and it is not now knpwn 
whether it was Borghi or Canile for whom the bullets-were intended'. 


WOUNDS MAY NOT BE FATAL. 
; 


Canile's injuries, while serious, are not necessarily fatal if given 


the proper cars. As soon as daylight gave courage to the inmates 
of the Borghi household a team was hitched up and Canile was 
brought to town here and put aboard the morning train for San 
Francisco and- taken to St. Mary's Hospital there. He is a young 
man, apparently about thirty years of age. His wounds consisted 
of a bullet in the right shoulder, another in the arm between the 
shoulder and elbow, and a third in the thigh just below the groin, 
and is the most dangerous of the three. 


None of the bullets came in contact with the bones and Canile 


was able to walk with some assistance and was accompanied by 
Borghi to San Francisco. 


The bullets in the shoulder and thigh could not be located by 


the inspection made by Borghi and his wife, but the bullet that 
struck the arm went through and dropped to the ground after strik-, 
ing Canile's clothing. He was suffering considerable pain, but be- 
lieves that he will recover from his injuries. 


CERTAIN

Borghi on the train about the matter and Canile told them that he 
had no idea who could have shot him, unless it was one man, 
whose name, however, he did not mention. .

was at a total loss to say who it was. He said that it was so dark 
that he could not see, and the flashes of the pistol blinded him, the 
man was so doss to him.

away from his assailant.

Conger Says Uncle Sam 
Should Have His Troops 


Ready to Fight. 


LOS ANGELES, Feb. 14.— 


Edwin H. 
Conger, 
formerly 


United States Minister to China 
and who is staying at Pasadena 
for the winter, is quoted in an in- 
terview on the present anti- 
foreign agitation in China as fol- 
lows: 


."The 
United States should 


warn China against a repetition 
of the terrible riots of a feW 
years ago. . 


"A show of warships should be 


made to impress upon the govern- 
ment of China that the troubles 
must not be repeated and will not 
be tolerated. 


SERIOUS TROUBLE. 


"I am satisfied that serious 


trouble will come, but do not ex- 
pect that it will be directed speci- 
fically against the United States, 
but •will be against the reigning 
Mahchu dynasty." 


"The Manchurians are insig- 


nificant in numbers and the pres- 
ent uprising is for the purpose of 
establishing a new dynasty and 
not to oust foreigners," continued 
Mr. Conger. 


"The most violent disturbances 


will be in the southern provinces 
and will endanger all foreign in- 
terests. 


"Americans within the zone of 


rebellion are liable to be hurt be- 
fore they can get out and.that is

His presenta- 
tion was logical and plain to every 
understanding. He began by showing 
that the State Legislature, confirmed 
by the Supreme Court, has conferred 
full power on the county Board of 
Supervisors to take charge of all coun- 
ty affairs. 
The revenue to meet ex- 


penses comes from taxes on real and 
personal property, poll taxes, collateral 
inheritance taxes, fines from Superior 
Courts and Justices of the Peace fees, 
sale of old lumber, etc., marriage li- 
censes, liquor and other licenses. 


Assessment is made by. ..the. County 


Assessor on the basis of the desirabil- 
ity of property, but this valuation may 
be changed as a whole by the State 
Board of Equalization at Sacramento 
or by .the Board of Supervisors as to 
individual assessments. In the' latter 
case notice must be taken of the As- 
sessor's demand for a statement and 
neglect of this precaution cuts one off 
from possible reduction. In the form- 
er case the valuation has been raised 
as much as twenty per cent.

this state of affairs, very large corpor- 
ations like railroads are affected much 
less than small holders and this ap- 
pears to be very unjust.

Insurance Legislation. 


In view of the disclosures relating to the stupendous volume of 


graft connected with the insurance business of the 
country^ an 


:steemed contemporary suggests that the entire insurance business 
should be taken care of by the government, and that a system ot 
nsurafnce 
companies should 
be organized 
under general _law 


analogous to the regulations which authorize and establish national 
janks. Whatever merit this suggestion may possess, and 
it is 


obvious that it is not devoid of a high merit, it does not reach the 
evils diseased by the recent legislative investigation. 


At the threshold of any proper consideration of the subject the 


question arises: What did the legislative investigation into the 
methods of the insurance companies in New York demonstrate? 
The careful reader of the reports of the testimony elicited m that 
investigation will be able at once to answer this question by sub- 
dividing the answers into heads: 


(1) 
It was disclosed clearly that a small coterie of stock- 


holders, directors and members of finance committees had 
absolute and irresponsible control over vast volumes of money 
which belonged to the insured. 


(2) It was established beyond all contradiction that the 


officers of these life insurance companies had the power of self- 
perpetuation in office, and that they had drawn salaries fixed by 
themselves in such amounts as to constitute downright robbery 


(3) It was demonstrated that prominent individuals who 


were in a position to exert an influence on the direction _ o . 
legislation were blackmailing these life insurance companies 
and were the recipients of salaries which they did not earn; as 
witness the instance of Chauncey Depew, who was paid $20,000 
a >ear by a life insurance company for no better reason than 
that he was Chauncey Depe\v, the president of the New York 
Central Railroad 


(4) 
The officers of these life insurance companies^ wer 


revealed as the holders of large insurance policies, in on 
instance amounting to $500,000, and were in the enjoyment o 
a commission usually paid to the life insurance solicitor or t 
the general agent of the life insurance company, with discount 
which reduced their premiums to about 30 per cent of the 
premium paid by the ordinary policy holder. 


(5) And finally, and by far the most important disclosure, 


is that the life insurance business of the country could be done 
for about thirt\-five per cent of its present cost to the policy 


solicitors receive from 50 to 65 per cent of all the money paid by 
the insured to the insurer, now, therefore, let a law be passed which 
will force insurance companies to give to individuals who voluntar- 
ily approach them for the purpose of securing life insurance the 
benefit of the commission the insurer would pay to the solicitor 
and thus enable the insured to purchase life insurance at a just, i 
quitable and fair rate.

The Future American. 


Seven tenths of the immigrants arriving"in the United States 


ast year came from Italy, Austria-Hungary and Russia in the order 
named. A large majority of the immigrants from Russia are Jews, 
'oles an4 Finns, while a proportion- of those from Austria are Ger- 
mans. The great majority of Austrian immigrants, however^ are 
Slavs -Jews, Slovaks and Croats. The stream from Italy is un- 
diluted Latin. The great body of our latter day immigrants, there- 
ore, belongs to the Latin, Slav and Semitic races.

was unfeeling, mercenary and low; that if a surviving wife or child 
received $10,000 or $20,000,Nor any sum as a financial reward arising 
ont of the loss of the father, then it was the equivalent of selling 
that father for the sum named, and that no beneficiary of a life 
insurance policy could justly claim to feel any sense of bereavement 
in the presence of a financial reward which attended the death of 
the benefactor. Moreover, the common business-sense understand- 
ing of life insurance was wanting, and it was the common accepta- 
tion of life insurance, that if a corporation set forth its willingness 
to pav $1000 at the death of the insured upon the payment of $20 or 
$95 a'year there must be somewhere an element of fraud or deceit, 
or financial legerdemain. To the common understanding there is 
nothing so uncertain as the duration of human life. While this is 
. true in the individual aspect, there is nothing more certain than the 


average duration' of human life when the number associated rises 
to the&average, and it is upon this ascertained truth that all insurance

Our dry and fusty contemporary, the Stockton Independent, 


takes the novel ground that for THE TRIBUNE to speak in praise 
of Stockton's enterprise is an argument against the Stocktomans 
voting bonds for public improvements.

order as' primarily 'anti-American/ but,

Chinese" .underlying the irruptions, the 
trouble ^Is certain, in : his opinion, to 
spread and .become, an anti-foreign up- 
rising that will'make all other nationali- 
ties except the Japanese the objects of 
attack.

ANTI-FOREIGN 
FEELING. 


"The Boxer uprising of 1900 was one 
of'the evidences of the ferment of anti- 
foreign feeling, but when order had been 
restored no people stood closer, to the 
Chinese than did the Americans. 
And 
as'a result our trade with China had in- 
creased by leaps and bounds. since the 
end of the Boxer outbreak. 
But 
the 


anti-American 
boycott 
has 
not 
only 
checked the development of trade rela- 
tions, but the complete destruction of 
what had been b'uilt up is now threat- 
ened.. All of this Is only the reflex of 
the active and aggressive methods of 
certain labor organizations on the Pa- 
cific Coast. 
The clear Intent of the 
treaty of 1884 has been perverted. 
It 


defined the excluded class, but In re- 
sponse to the constantly assertive laboi- 
Influence regulation has been piled upon 
regulation until the treaty provisions 
have been burled out of sight. 
"Then, again, the labor organizations 
on the coast have applied the boycott 
not only against Chinese goods imported 
Into the country, but against the merch- 
ant who would buy the garden products 
of the Chinese farmer 
In 
the 
Coast 
States. 
And the result has. been that 
the Chinamen have turned the weapon 
upon the Americans, who taught ^hem 
by example the power it possessed.

We. knew of the President's In- 
tention to send .troops to the Philippines 
weeks, ago.

"The treaty ports the missionaries may 


use as refuge places are Canton, .Shang- 
hai, Hankow, Hangchow, Soochow, Nlng- 
po, Tslemgan, Chefpo, -Tientsin and Pe- 
king. 
The majority of these would give 


a means of escape for refugees by water 
routes. In all of them missionaries and 
their families -would find high Chinese 
officials and foreign representatives who 
would be of help to them.

the coast to the interior," said Mr. Fair- 
clough, "the anti-American 
and 
atitl- 


foreign feeling In North 'China Is very 
bitter and I believe It Is more bitter than 
it was at any time during the Boxer 
year. 


"The feeling was very strong when I 


left the Anhuel province,in. December. It 
was cailsed by the stories of 111 treat- 
ment of Chinamen in "'America and the 
exclusion law. 
In the inland towns the 


merchants are selling- no American goods, 
and I know of cases where Chinese mer- 
chants have burned their stocks of Am- 
erican merchandise rather 
than 
have 


their countrymen know they had them 
In their possession. 


"It Is not the same anti-foreign feeling 


of the Boxer year. It comes out of what 
the'y believe Is patriotism. 
The Chinese 


are anxious to get their properties into 
their own hands. 
There are railroads 


mining and other kinds of syndicates 
developing property in China and the 
men back of them are foreigners. Only 
recently I saw one of these syndicates go 
through all the stages of development in 
:he building of a railroad line and at the 
last moment the Chinese rescinded all 
the rights given to them. 


"I was amazed to find a remarkable ilb- 


erallty of views among the Chinese stu- 
dents' in Japan. They cut off their queues, 
wear European clothes and 
even 
talk 


about the necessity of a new form of 
government for China, Theer Is a spirit 
of governmental revolution among them."

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 14—Postmaster 


Fisk has received from the Third Assist- 
.nt Postmaster-General a ruling in re- 
gard to the sending of registered en- 
velopes in order to ascertain tho correct 
address of parties sought by creditors or 
others. He soys: 


"The registration of envelopes with- 


out contents, or with only a blank sheet 
of paper inclosed for the purpose of lo- 
cating an alleged debtor or obtaining Ms 
signature, is jilalnly a misuse of this sys- 
tem and should not be permitted. It is 
held by this office that the use of false 
pretenses In obtaining from debtors or al- 
leged debtors Information of their pres- 
ara entirely completed and tracks laid I ent location amounts to fraud,' and in 
upon them.
